It is hoped that compromise leg- 
islation which will be agreeable to 
jall interests may be agreed upon 
|as a resudt of the hearings, so that 
{there will be no possiblity of wrang- 
gles before Congress on the sub- 
ject next winter. 

The move was considered a long 
istep toward ending the long con- 
flict between the electric railway 
and motor bus interests over Federal 
legislation to regulate buses en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. After 
a four-hour debate a mutually 
agreeable program was formulated 
and a committee of five bus men 
and one street railway man was ap- 
pointed in an attempt to unify the 
bus interests behind the program. 

The general outline of the pro- 
posed basis for legislation is this: 
Each bus line engaged in inter- 
state commerce shall be jointly 
regulated by the public utilities 
commission of the states it enters, 
and appeal shall be to the Federal 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
The matier of interstate bus 
regulation was taken up last year at
